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REMARKS 

Claims 1-4, 17-19 and 21-36 are pending in the present application. Claims 1-4, 17, 19 
and 21-23 were previously witiidi-awn as being drawn to non-elected inventions. Claims 18 ai-sd 
24-36 ai-e now subject to restriction. 

Election of Species Requirement : 

The Eixaminer has required Election of Species between various Species identiiied on 
page 2 of the Office Action . 

Accordingly, Applicants elect the following Species with traverse ; A) water and 
ethanol as the spedfic combination of solvents; and B) filtration as the purification method. 
Claims 30 md 36 read on the elected Species. 

Traversal is based upon the fact that there exists no undue adnainisti^ative burden for the 
Examiner to search and consider all of the Species listed in claims 30 and 36 in their entirety. 

Upon allowance of the elected Species, the Examiner is requested to expand the search to 
the non-elected Species.
